BRAZIL'S  GENTLE  REVOLUTION 

The  Ajnerican  Colonies  of  Spain, 
Portugal,  England,  Holland,  France 
and  Denmark  obtained  their  freedom 
mostly  in  violent  ways.  Mexico  fought 
a long  and  bloody  war  for  independence 
and  our  own  history  shows  that  the 
motherland  does  not  like  to  let  go 
easily  of  their  profitable  colonial  pos- 
sessions. In  time,  the  breach  heals 
and  a new  relationship  on  an  equal 
basis  developes  between  mother  country 
and  former  colony. 

But  there  was  one  exception  to  the 
coming-of-age  of  American  posses- 
sions held  by  European  powers.  Brazil 
did  not  have  to  fight  a bloody  war  for 
independence.  Not  that  Portugal  did 
not  have  the  strength  to  do  so;  nor  was 
the  prize  any  less  valuable  than  the 
colonial  riches  of  other  nations.  But 
Portugal,  at  the  turn  of  the  19th  Cen- 
tury, found  herself  in  a somewhat  dif- 
ferent position  than  most  of  the  other 
Colonial  powers.  The  House  of 
Braganze  had  been  restored  to  the 
Portuguese  throne  in  the  1640's,  after 
a long  Spanish  rule.  Thecountry  was 
economically  weak,  having  already 
lost  some  of  their  most  profitable 
Colonies.  The  Portuguese  Navy,  once 
on  a par  with  that  of  Spain  and  England, 
was  no  longer  of  importance.  Internal 
dynastic  difficulties,  partly  caused  by 
the  rise  of  Napoleon,  had  further  made 
any  large-scale  campaign  to  retain 
Brazil  highly  improbable.  Agitation 
to  break  away  from  Portugal  slowly 
rose  in  Brazil,  taking  at  first  only 
moderate  shape.  But  the  implications 
were  clear.  Even  when  the  Pennin- 
sular  War  had  passed  safely,  and 
Napoleon  was  no  more  to  reckon  with, 
John,  the  Prince  Regent,  knew  that 
Brazil  would  break  away  before  long. 

In  a move  rarely  paralleled  in  history 
he  decided  to  head  off  the  revolution  by 
placing  himself  at  the  head  of  it.  He 
suggested  that  one  of  the  Braganza 
Princes,  Peter,  be  made  ruler  of  an 
independent  Empire  of  Brazil.  Thus 
Brazil  would  be  free  in  name,  yet  tied 
to  the  mother  country  by  its  ruling 
house. 

The  Brazilian  independence  leaders 
accepted  the  proposal  and  in  1823 
Dom  Pedro  Braganza  ascended  the 
Imperial  Brazilian  throne  as  Peter  I, 
constitutional  monarch.  The  idea 
worked  so  well  that  the  Brazilian  branch 
of  the  Braganza  family  outlasted  the 
Portuguese  branch,  which  gave  way  to 
the  Koburg  family  in  1853.  In  1889  the 
Brazilians  declared  a Republic  and  cut 
their  last  ties  with  Portugal.

BRAZIL’S  GENTLE  REVOLUTION 
(Continued) 

For  centuries,  special  coins  had  been 
issued  by  Portugal  for  Brazil.  These 
were  struck  both  at  the  Lisbon  mint  in 
Portugal  and  at  Rio  de  Janeiro  and 
Bahia  in  Brazil.  In  the  19th  Century, 
additional  mints  were  added.  The 
Brazilian=type  coinage  had  the  Portugal 
shield  on  one  side  and  listed  the  ruler 
as  King  (or  Regent)  of  Portugal  and 
"Defender  of  Brazil.  " The  Dollar  coin 
was  worth  960  Reis,  whereas  the  do- 
mestic dollar  was  counted  in  1000  Reis 
On  the  reverse  we  find  a globe  super 
imposed  on  a cross,  the  mint  mark 
R or  B (for  Rio  or  Bahia)  in  center. 

Many  of  these  coins  are  restruck  on 
Spanish  or  Spanish  Colonial  8 Reale 
pieces,  which  were  then  flooding  the 
world  markets.

England  has  always  had  a separate 
position  in  the  affairs  of  Europe,  and 
it  is  not  surprising  to  find  that  she  has 
gone  her  peculiar  ways  in  matters  of 
monetary  policy  as  well . 

While  the  European  Continent  of  the 
13th  Century  was  buying  and  selling 
largely  with  gold  coins  of  a uniform 
character  known  as  Ecu  D’Or  in  France; 
and  Scudo  D’Oro  in  Italy,  the  English 
mint  masters  were  looking  for  ways  of 
glorifying  their  King  while  at  the  same 
time  creating  a new  leader  among  cur- 
rencies. Thus  the  so-called  "Noble" 
was  born  under  the  rule  of  King 
Edward  III,  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
13th  Century. 

A broader  and  heavier  coin  than  the 
Ecu  D'Or  and  its  cousins,  the  Noble 
immediately  attracted  attention  because 
of  its  splendid  appearance.  It  showed 
the  King  in  a ship,  presumably  the 
Ship  of  State,  standing  upright  holding 
a banner,  often  inscribed  with  his 
initial.  On  the  reverse  side  of  the  coin 
we  find  a sun  or  rose-like  design.  The 
term  "Rosenoble"  by  which  this  coin  is 
also  known,  may  or  may  not  be  due  to 
this  design.  There  is  also  a mint  mark 
"rose"  on  some  of  the  coins  which  may 
have  given  rise  to  this  name. 

The  issue  of  Nobles  was  continued 
until  the  reign  of  Henry  VUI,  three 
Centuries  later.  Half  Nobles  were  also 
in  existence  at  that  time. 

So  potent  was  the  attraction  of  the 
English  Noble,  that  it  was  soon  exported 
to  the  Lowlands  and  the  Continent.  Not 
satisfied  with  this,  the  English  began  to 
issue  Nobles  from  their  Continental 
French  mints,  notably  Calais.  But  even 
this  did  not  satisfy  the  commercial  de- 
mands for  the  broad  gold  coins. 

The  Netherland  cities  of  Campen  and 
the  Province  of  Overyssel,  among 
others,  started  to  imitate  the  English 
Nobles.  The  Dutch  copies  were  closely 
similar  in  design  and  fineness.  But  the 
Edwardian  initial  E in  the  banner  was 
replaced  with  a C in  the  case  of 
Campen,  for  instance. 

The  late  Dr.  Ives,  president  of  the 
American  Numismatic  Society,  made  a 
special  study  of  the  contemporary 
copies  of  the  English  Noble,  and  his 
monograph  sheds  light  upon  the  travels 
of  this  interesting  coin.  Today,  the 
copies,  as  a rule,  are  rarer  than  the 
originals.

NICKELS 


TICALS,  TAELS,  AND  BATS 

Any  collector  of  Oriental  coins  is 
familiar  with  the  terms  of  Tical,  Tael 
and  sometimes,  Bat.  The  latter  is 
the  least  known  of  the  three  denomi- 
nations but  the  most  accurate  one. 

"Bat"  is  the  name  given  by  the 
Siamese  or  Thailanders  themselves 
to  their  currency  unit.  The  first 
modern  series  of  Bats  was  issued  by 
King  Maha  Mongkut,  the  King  in  the 
musical,  "The  King  and  I,  " around 
1851.  In  size  and  value,  it  was  simi- 
lar to  a half  crown  or  half  a dollar 
coin;  however,  Siam  did  issue  a few 
rare  Double  Bats  to  compete  with  the 
dollars  put  out  by  the  British  and 
Chinese.  But  essentially,  the  Siamese 
monetary  system  cannot  support  such 
heavy  silver  coins  and  thus  has  a 
unique  place  in  the  Far  Eastern  numis- 
matic world. 

Before  the  currency  reform  of 
Mongkut,  the  Siamese  money  con- 
sisted entirely  of  lumpy  silver  bullets 
which  had  on  them  at  least  two  stamps. 
Actually,  these  were  irregular,  cast 
ingots  of  good  silver,  bent  into  a 
bullet  shape  and  then  stamped  to  assure 
their  acceptance.  One  stamp  always 
bore  the  Royal  chacra  or  wheel  mark, 
the  other  was  the  individual  mark  of 
the  era.  A king  might  have  used 
several  era  marks  during  his  reign. 

On  the  smaller  denominations, 
sometimes  only  one  mark  was  placed. 
Europeans  referred  to  these  coins  as 
Ticals,  a word  the  Siamese  have  used 
to  designate  the  Chinese  Tael.  The 
Chinese  Tael  is  essentially  a weight 
unit,  later  adapted  to  actual  money, 
and  usually  a third  or  so  heavier  than 
a dollar  size  coin. 

Occasionally,  we  encounter  Siamese 
bullet  money  of  higher  weight,  up  to 
100  Ticals.  Some  of  these  are  ex- 
ceedingly rare.  There  are  also  bil- 
lion Ticals  made  of  a natural  silver 
and  antimony  alloy  peculiar  to  Siam. 
These  are  even  rarer. 

Chinese  Taels  as  coins  existed  in 
the  latter  part  of  the  19  th  and  early 
20th  Century.  As  a sycee  or  ingot- 
shaped currency,  Taels  are  common 
all  through  the  19th  Century  and  since 
many  of  these  were  issued  directly  at 
the  silver  mining  centers  of  China's 
southern  provinces,  they  found  their 
way  easily  into  Siam,  where  they  cir- 
culated in  large  numbers  and  were 
imitated  by  the  Siamese  themselves. 

One  Tael  is  divided  into  10  Mace 
and  roughly  resembles  an  ounce  of  our 
system  of  weight.
